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pu was, and still is, to bring this 
earth and all things upon it into a 
higher state of glory and intelligence. 
In the beginning there were laws given 
by which all nature was to be governed 
or contrelled. It is true that man 
transgresses these laws, and would 
change them if he had the pewer to de 
so. But there are laws which he can- 
not disturb, and which operate regard-. 
less of man’s actions. Among these 
is the law which pertains to the resur- 
rection of the body of man, and also 
to the resurrection of the earth ; for 
this earth has to undergo a great 
change, or, in other words, has to be 
resurrected. 

Abel, the martyr, was the first man 
of whose death we have any account. 
He brought his offering to the Lord 
and was accepted. This proves that 
he was a righteous man, and by his 
righteousness he so far sanctified the 
particles of this earth that comprised 
the component parts of his body that 
they became entitled to a glorious 
resurrection, which he undoubtedly 
obtained when Jesus arose. If Abel 
had been eaten by dogs or lions, the 
component parts of his body never 
could have gone to compose the cem- 

vent parts of any other bodies. 

51 Because the laws which gov- 
ern the elements would not permit 
this to be done. . 

The question may be asked, Do not 
the particles that compese man’s body, 
when returned to mother earth, go to 
make or compose other bodies? No, 
they do net. Some philosophers have 
asserted that the human y changes 
every seven or ten years. This is not 
correct ; for it never changes ; that is, 
the substances of which it is composed 
do not pass off and other particles of 
matter come and take their place. 
Neither can the particles which have 
comprised the bodies of men become 
— of the bodies of other men, or of 

ts, fowls, fish, insects or vegetables. 
They are governed by a divine law, 
and though they may pass from the 
knewledge of the scientific world, that 
divine law still holds and governs and 
controls them. Man's body may be 
buried in the ocean, it may be eaten 
by wild beasts, or it may be burned to 
ashes, and they be scattered to the 
four winds, yet the particles of which 
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it is composed will not be incerporated 
into any form of vegetable or animal 
life, to become a component part of 
their structure. Are they gross, 
tangible, and, in their organized capa- 
city, subject to decay and change? 
Yes, and if buried in the earth, they 
underge decemposition and return to 
mother earth; but it is no matter 
how minute the particles are, they are 
watched over and will be preserved 
until the resurrection, and at the 
sound of the trumpet of Ged every 
particle of our physical structures 
necessary to make our tabernacles per- 
fect will be assembled, to be rejoined 
with the spirit, every man in his order. 
Not one particle will be lost. 

I have a few questions to ask the 
philosophical world, those especially 
who are well skilled in chemistry: Is 
this earth, the air and the water com- 
posed of life, or do they or any portion 
of them consist of inanimate matter, 
or of that that has no life in itself? 
Another question: If the earth, air 
and water are composed of life, is 
there any intelligence in this life? The 
philosopher may take his own time to 
answer these questions, and when he 
has satisfied himself he may ask him- 
self again: Are those particles of 
matter life; if so, are they in posses- 
sion of intelligence according to the 
grade of their organization? As far 
as we are concerned we suggest the 
idea that there is an eternity of life, 
an eternity ef organizatien, and an 
eternity of intelligence from the high- 
est to the lowest grade, every creature 
in its order from the Gods to the ani- 
malcule. Bear in mind, you who are 
believers in the resurrection or ia the 
works of God, that man has sought 
out many inventions and has striven 
hard to learn the mysteries of God and 
godlinees by his worldly wisdom, yet 
there are many things which science 
with all its tests cannot find out. 
Matter may be divided into an infini- 
tude of atoms until they pass beyend 
the power of the microscope te discover 
them, and the most skilful chemist 
who dwells upon the earth knows not 
whither they go. My position is, and 
which I d to the Latter-day 
Saints, it is beyond the power of man, 
without revelation from God, with all 
his science, to know whether these 
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icles that compose our bodies go 
into other creatures to form the com- 
ponent parts of their bodies, or whe- 
ther they merely pass into the already 
organized body to resuscitate it and 
contribute to its sustenance. I de- 
clare to the Latter-day Saints, and to 
all living upon the earth who have 
intelligence to understand, that the 
icles that comprise the compenent 
of our bodies will never enter 
into other bodies to form the elements 
of their bodies ; but these very identi- 
cal particles that now compose our 
bodies will be resurrected and come 
together by the power of the trump of 
God, and will be re-united to form the 
body—excepting the blood, which will 
not be necessary to our existence in 
an immortal state—and then be pre- 
pared to receive the spirit, prepara- 
tory to their exaltation. Query: 
Would not the particles that compose 
the body of our Savior, according to 
their intelligence oppose the idea of 
becoming a part of any other body but 
his? Again: Would not the Saints, 
who are faithful in magnifying the 
Priesthood of the Son of God, object 
to the particles which now compose 
their bodies, and which they have 
sanctifed through obedience to that 
Priesthood, entering into and forming 
= of other bodies than their own— 
ies which their spirits had not 
possessed, and of which they knew 
nothing in this life! : 

Although some may think that the 
substances of which our bodies are 
composed are borrowed for our use 
during this mortal existence, it is not 
so, neither will they be thrown off at 
death never to be restored; and 
though in the resurrection, the bodies 
ef the righteous will be raised immortal 
and free from all corruption, they will 
be none the legs tangible or perceptible 
to the touch of those who are permitted 
te handle them. The question may 
be asked: Will the bodies of those 
who do not observe the laws of God, 
and which are not sanctified by obedi- 
ence to them, come forth in the resur- 
rection? Undoubtedly they will; 
but not at the same time nor to the 
same glory that they do who observe 
the laws of God. 

The earth, also, abideth the law and 
filleth the measure of its creation, and 
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though it shall die, it shall be resur- 
rected in glery, a sanctified creation, 
suitable for the residence of celestial 
beings. The elements will be burned 
and purified, and be renewed; but 
not one atom of the earth’s organism 
will be lost; for that which is gov- 
erned by law shall be preserved by 
law. And for 1 thing which our 
God has created He has prescribed 
laws. There is nothing so minute as 
to escape his notice, there is no crea- 
tion so immense as to transcend the 
bounds of his power ; all are alike sub- 
ject to the operation of his decrees. 

e called matter from chaos and 
created the earth, and the heavens are 
studded with planets, the glorious 
workmanship of his hands. He has 
hung those mighty orbs in space, and 
their courses are fixed. And by the 
exercise of his power the original ele- 
ments which have formed the bodies 
ef men will be brought forth in the 
resurrection—bone to bone, sinew to 
sinew, flesh te flesh, not one hair shall 
be lost—and all this in obedience to 
law, that the substances which have 
formed the tabernacles of men, or ef 
beasts, or of fowls, or of fish, shall not 
be intermingled or lost, but shall all 
be restored to their own places, though 
they may have been swallowed up in 
the depths of the sea or been scattered 
to the four winds of heaven. 

To illustrate these facts connected 
with the resurrection of the body, we 
will quete from the revelations which 
the Lord has given to his children : 

THE TESTIMONY OF EZEKIEL. 

The hand of the Lord was upon me, 
and carried me out in the Spirit of the 
Lerd, and set me down in the midst of 
the valley which was full of bones, 

And caused me to by them 
round about: and, behold, there were 


very many in the open valley; and, 


lo, they were very dry. 

And he said unto me, Sen of man, 
can these bones live? And I answer- 
ed, O, Lord God, thou knowest. 

Again he said unto me, Prophesy 
upon these bones, and say unte them, 
. ye dry bones, hear the word of the 

rd. 

Thus saith the Lord God unto these 
bones; Behold, I will cause breath to 
enter into you, and ye shall live: 

And I will lay sinews upon you, and 
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will bring up flesh upon you, and 
cover you with skin, and put breath 
in you, and ye shall live ; and ye shall 
know that I am the Lord. 

So I prophesied as I was command- 
ed: and as I prophesied, there was a 
noise, and behold a shaking, and the 
bones came together, bone to his bone. 

And when I bebeld, lo, the sinews 
and the flesh came up upon them, and 
the skin covered them above: but 
there was no breath in them. 

Then said he unto me, Prophesy 
unto the wind, prophesy. Son of man, 
and say to the wind, Thus saith the 
Lord God : Come from the four winds, 
O breath, and breathe upon these 
slain, that they may live. 

So I prophesied as he commanded 
me, and the breath came into them, 
and they lived, and steod up upon 
their feet, an exceeding great army. 

Then be said unto me, Son of man, 
these bones are the whole house of 
Israel; behold, they say, Our bones 
are dried, and our hope is lost: we 
are cut off for our parts. 

Therefore prophesy and say unto 
them, Thus saith the Lord God: Be- 
hold, O my people, I will open your 
graves, and cause you to come up out 
of your graves, and bring you inte the 
land of Israel. 

And ye shall know that I am the 
Lord, when I have opened your graves, 
O my people, and brought you up out 
of your graves. 

And shall put my spirit in you, and 
ye shall live, and I shall place you in 
your own land; then shall ye know 
that I the Lord have spoken it, and 
performed it, saith the Lord.—Ezek. 
xxxvii, 1—14. 

THE TESTIMONY OF JOB. 

For I knowthat my Redeemer liveth, 
and that he shall stand at the latter 
day upon the earth : 

— 2 though after my skin worms 
destroy this body, yet in my flesh 
shall I see God : 

Whom I shall see for myself, and 
mine eyes shall behold, and not ano- 
ther; though my reins be consumed 
within me.—Job xix, 25, 26, 27. 

THE TESTIMONY OF DANIBL. 

And many of them that sleep in the 
dust of the earth shall awake, some to 
everlasting life and some to shame and 
everlasting contempt.—Daniel xii, 2.

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THE TESTIMONY OF LUKE. 

Now that the dead are raised, even 
Moses shewed at the bush, when he 
calleth the Lord the God of Abraham, 
and the God of Isaac, and the God of 
Jacob.—Luke xx, 37. | 

And as they thus spake, Jesus bim- 
self stood in the midst of them, and 
saith unto them, Peace be unto you. 
But they were terrified and affrighted, 
and supposed that they had seen a 
spirit. 

And he said unto them, Why are ye 


troubled? and why do thoughts arise 


in your hearts ? 

Behold my hands and my feet, that 
it is I myself; handle me, and see:

unto the resurrection of damnation.— 
John v, 25, 28, 29. 

Blessed and holy is he that hath 
part in the first resurrection : on such 
the second death hath ne power, but 
they shall be priests of God and of 
Christ, and shall reign with him a 
thousand years. 

And the sea gave up the dead which 
were in it; and death and hell deli- 
vered up the dead which were in them: 
and they were judged every man ac- 
cording to their works.—Revelations 
xx, 6, 13. 


THE TESTIMONY OF MATTHEW. 

And the graves were opened ; and 
many bodies of the saints which slept 
arose, 

And came out of the graves after 
his resurrection, and went into the 
holy city, and appeared unto many.— 
Matt. xxvii, 52, 53. 


THE TESTIMONY OF PAUL. 


For our conversation is in heaven; 
from whence also we look for the 
Savior, the Lord Jesus Christ : 

Who shall change our vile body, 
that it may be fashioned like unto his 

lorious body, according to the work- 
ing whereby be is able even to subdue 
all things unto himself.—Philippians 
iii, 20, 21. 

But if the Spirit of him that raised 
up Jesus from the dead dwell in you, 
he that raised up Christ from the dead 
shall also quicken your mortal bodies 
by his Spirit that dwelleth in you.— 
Romans viii, 11. 

Therefore we are buried with him 
by baptism into death: that like as 
Christ was raised up from the dead by 
the glory of the Father, even so we 
also should walk in newness of life. 

For if we have been planted together 
in the likeness of his death, we shall 
be also in the likeness of his resur- 
rection.—Romans vi, 4, 5. 

For if the dead rise not, then is not 
Christ raised : 

And if Christ be not raised, your 
faith is vain ; ye are yet in your sins, 

Then they also which are fallen 
asleep in Christ are perished. 

If in this life only we have hope 
in Christ, we are of all men most 
miserable. 

But now is Christ risen from the 


resurrection. 


dead, and become the firstfruits of 
them that slept. 

Fer since by man came death, by 
man came alse the resurrection of the 
dead. 

For as in Adam all die, even so in 
Christ shall all be made alive. 

But some man will say, How are 
the dead raised up? and with what 
body do they 

Thou fool, that which thou sowest 
is not quickened, except it die 

And that which thou sowest, thou 
sowest not that body that shall be, but 
bare grain, it may chance of wheat, or 
of some other grain: 

But God giveth it a body as it hath 
pleased him, and to every seed his own 
body. | 

All flesh is not the same flesh: bat 
there is one kind of flesh of men, ano- 
ther flesh of beasts, another of fishes, 
and another of birds. 

So also is the resurrection of the 
dead. It is sown in corruption; it 
is raised in incorruption : 

It is sown in dishonor; it is raised 
in glory: it is sown in weakness; it 
is raised in power: 

It is sown a natural body; it is 
raised a spiritual body. There isa 
natural body, and there is a spiritual 
body.—1 Cor. xv, 16 23, 35 39, 42-44. 

For if we believe that Jesus died 
and rose again, even so them also 
which sleep in Jesus will God bring 
with him. 

For this we say unto you by the 
word of the Lord, that we which are 
alive and remain unto the coming of 
the Lord shall not prevent them which 
are asleep. 

For the Lord himself shall descend 
from heaven with a shout, with the 
voice of the archangel, and with the 
trump of God: and the dead in Christ 
shall rise first.—1 Thess. iv, 14-16. 

THE TESTIMONY OF ABINADI. 

And if Christ had not risen from 
the dead, or have broken the bands of 
death, that the grave should have no 
victory, and that death should have 
no sting, there could have been no 
But there is a resur- 
rection, therefore the grave hath no 
victory, and the sting of death is 
swallowed up in Christ; he is the 
light aud the life of the world; yea, 
a light that is endless, that can never 
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be darkened; yea, and also a life 
which is endless, that there can be no 
more death. Even this mortal shall 
put on immortality, and this corrup- 
tion shall put on incorruption, and 
shall be brought to stand before the 
bar of God, to be judged of him ac. 
cording to their works, whether they 
be good or whether they be evil.— 
Book of Mosiah, chap. viii, par. 9. 
THE TESTIMONY OF JACOB. 

For as death hath passed upon all 
men to fulfill the merciful plan of the 
great Creator, there must needs be 
a power of resurrection, and the 
resurrection must needs come unto 
man by reason of the fall; and the 
fall came by reason of transgression ; 
and because man became fallen, they 
were cut eff from the presence of the 
Lord ; wherefore it must needs be an 
infinite atonement; save it should be 
an infinite atonement, this corruption 
could not put on incorruption. Where- 
fore, the first judgment which came 
upon man, must needs have remained 
to an endless duration. And if so, 
this flesh must have laid down to rot 
and to crumble to its mother earth, to 
rise no more. 

O the wisdom of God! his mercy 
and grace! For behold, if the flesh 
should rise no more, our spirits must 
become subject to that angel who fell 
from before the presence of the eter- 
nal God, and became the devil, to rise 
no more. 

And because of the way of deliver- 
ance of our God, the Holy One of 
Israel, this death of which I have 
spoken, which is the temporal, shall 
deliver up its dead; which death is 
the grave. And this death of which 
I have spoken, which is the spiritual 
death, shall deliver up its dead ; 
which spiritual death is hell; where- 
fore, death and hell must deliver up 
their dead, and hell must deliver up 
its captive spirits, and the grave must 
deliver up its captive bodies, and the 
bodies and the spirits of men will be 
restored one to the other ; and it is by 
the power of the resurrection of the 
Holy One of Israel. 

O how great the plan of our God! 
For on the other hand, the paradise 
of God must deliver up the spirits 
of the righteous, and the grave de- 
liver up the body of the righteous ; 
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and the spirit and the body is restored. 
to itself again, and all men become 
incerruptible, and immertal, and they 
are living souls, having a perfect 
knowledge like unto us in the flesh; 
save it be that our knowledge shall be- 
perfect.—2nd Book of Nephi, chap. 
vi, pars. 2, 5. 
THE TESTIMONY OF AMULEK. 

For behold, the day cometh that 
all shall rise from the dead and 
stand before God, and be judged ac- 
cording to their works. Now, there 
is a death which is called a temporal 
death: and the death of Christ shall 
loose the bands of this temporal death, 
that all shall be raised from this tem- 
poral death ; the spirit and the body 
shail be re-united again in its perfect 
form: both limb and joint shall be 
restored to its proper frame, even as 
we now are at this time ; and we shall 
be brought to siand before 
knowing even as we know now, an 
have a bright recollection of all our 
guilt. Now this restoration shall come 
to all, both old and young, both bond 
and free, both male and female, both 
the wicked and the righteous; and 
even there shall not so much as a 
hair of their heads be lost; but all 
things shall be restored to its perfect 
frame, as it is now, or in the body.— 
Book of Alma, chap. viii, par. 10. 

THE TESTIMONY OF ALMA. 

But this much I say, that there is- 
a space between death and the resur- 
rection of the body, and a state of 
the soul in happiness or in misery, 
until the time which is appointed of 
God that the dead shall come forth, 
and be re-united, both soul and body,. 
and be brought to stand before God, 
and be judged according to their 
works ; yea, this bringeth about the 
restoration of those things of which 
have been spoken by the mouths of 
the Prophets. The soul shall be re- 
stored to the body, and the body to 
the soul; yea, and every limb and 
joint shall be restored to its body; 
yea, even a hair of the head shall not 
be lost, but all things shall be re- 
stored to their proper and perfect 
frame.—-Book of Alma, chap. xix, 
par. 7. 

THE TESTIMONY OF SAMUEL. 

For behold, he [Jesus] surely must. 

die, that salvation may come; yea, 
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it behoveth him, and becometh ex 
pedient that he dieth, to bring to 

the resurrection of the dead, 
that thereby men may be brought 
into the presence of the Lord; yea, 
behold this death bringeth to pass the 
resurrection, and redeemeth all man- 
kind from the first death.—Book of 
Helaman, chap. v, par. 6. 

THE WORDS @F JESTS. 

And it came te pass that he [Jesus] 
said unto Nephi, bring forth the 
record which ye have kept. And 
when Nephi had brought forth the 
records, and laid them before. him, 
he cast his eyes upon them and said, 
verily I say unto you, I commanded 
my servant Samuel, the Lamanite, 
that he should testify unto this people, 
that at the day that the Father should 
glorify his name in me, that there were 
many Saints who should arise from 
the dead, and should appear unto 
many, and should minister unto them. 
And he said unto them, were it not 
so? And his disciples answered him 
and said, yea, Lord, Samuel did pro- 
phesy according to thy words, and 
they were all fulfilled.

And because of the redemption of 
man, which came by Jesus Christ, 
they are brought back into the pre- 
sence of the Lord ; yea, this is wherein 
all men are redeemed, because the 
death of Christ bringeth to pass the 
resurrection, which bringeth to pass a 
redemption from an endless sleep, 
from which sleep all men shall be 
awoke by the power of God, when 
the trump shall sound, and they shall 
come forth, both small and great, and 


all shall stand before his bar, bein 
redeemed and loosed from this eternal 
band of death, which death is a tem- 
poral death.—Book of Mormon, chap. 
iv, par. 6. 


WORDS OF JESUS IN BOOK OF DOCTRINE 
AND COVENANTS. 


Now, verily I say unto you, that. 


through the redemption which is 
made for you is brought to pass the 
resurrection from the dead. And the 
spirit and the body is the soul of 
man. And the resurrection from the 
dead is the redemption of the soul; 
and the redemption of the soul is 
through him whoquickeneth all things, 
in whose bosom it is decreed that the 
poor and the meek of the earth shall 
inherit it. Therefore it must needs 
be sanctified from all unrighteousness, 
that it may be prepared for the celestial 
glory; for after it hath filled the mea- 
sure of its creation, it shall be crowned 
with glorv, even with the presence of 
God the Father; that bodies who are 
of the celestial kingdom may possess 
it forever and ever; for, for this in- 
tent was it made and created, and for 
this intent are they sanctified. 

And again, verily I say unto yeu, 
the earth abideth the law of a celes- 
tial kingdom, for it filleth the measure 
of its creation, and transgresseth not 
the law. Wherefore it shall be sano- 


tified ; yea, notwithstanding it shall 


die, it shall be quickened again, and 
shall abide the power by which it is 
quickened, and the righteous shall 
inherit it; for notwithstanding they 
die, they also shall rise again a spiritual 
body; they who are of a celestial 
spirit shall receive the same body 
which was a natural body; even ye 
shall receive your bodies, and your 
glory shall be that glory by which 
your bodies are quickened. 

And there shall be silence in heaven 
for the space of half an hour and im- 
mediately after shall the curtain of 
heaven be unfolded, as a scroll is un- 
folded after it is rolled up, and the 
face of the Lord shall be unveiled ; 
and the Saints that are upon the earth.

All matter is eternal. The earth was made of pre-existing element—not 
*‘ereated eut of nothing.” The Almighty had an object in view in the crea- 
tion of this planet. When man fell, the earth also lost its glory. When man 
is restored, the earth also will be restored to its primeval purity. God’s 
design was the ultimate, complete, happiness of the human family, and the 
exaltatien of the earth and all perfect things thereon to celestial glory. 

We do not cast reflections upon Adam and Eve because their firstborn son, 
Cain, was a murderer. Neither do we feel it right to condemn the son for the 
sins ef his parents ; but sometimes the effects of parents’ sins are manifested in 
their offspring. Jesus was never heard to complain of Adam’s transgression ! 
The Lerd holds all men responsible for their individual actions. Individual 
salvation is the only source of bliss for you—for everyone. The father cannot 
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redeem the son, the son cannot redeem the father, only through the everlast- 
ing order in the power of the Gospel. All things are governed by law, and all 
men are amenable to law, emanating from God. Rewards and punishments 
are affixed to the lac. Mercy cannot rob justice.” But God's love is 
boundless—without partiality—“ not willing that any should perish.” A man 
dying in his sins must be punished— till thou hast paid the uttermost 
farthing”—then justice is satisfied and mercy claims her own. 

** Could we with ink the ocean fill, 

Were the whole earth of parchment made, 

And ev’ry single stick a quill, 

And ev’ry man a scribe by trade,— 

To write the love of Ged alone 

Would drain the ocean dry ! . 

And were the whole stretched from His throne, 

’T would reach from sky to sky!“ 

Our blessed Savior says—‘‘ He that is not with me is against me; and he 
that gathereth not with me scattereth abroad.” ‘‘I say unto you, All manner 
of sin and blasphemy shall be forgiven unto men: but the blasphemy against 
the Holy Ghost, shall not be forgiven unto men. And whosoever speaketh a 
word against the Son of man, it shall be forgiven him: but whoseever speaketh 
against the Holy Ghost, it shall not be forgiven him, neither in this world, nor 
in the world to come.” 7 

No murderer hath eternal life abiding in him.” Not every unforturate 
person who kills another can be considered a murderer in the fullest Scriptural 
sense, for whom there is no forgiveness. There are circumstances sometimes 


surrounding the person or persons committing the dreadful crime of destroying 


human life, which will exempt them from the full penalty of God's law rela- 
ting to murder. Our Lord when on the cross prayed for His deadly enemies, 
„Father, forgive them; for they know not what they do.” It is not for any to 
suppose that the Savior, full of wisdom, would pray to His Father for that 
which He could not in justice grant. Not so with Judas Iscariot—he knew 
when be sold his Royal Master for thirty pieces of silver that he betrayed the 
innocent blood ;” therefore he became one of the sons of perdition for whom 
there is no forgiveness in this world nor in the world to come.“ Tradi- 
tion, knowledge and motives leading to acts, will be taken into account at the 
Great Judgment, which will be a Court of justice where technicalities of law 
will not be discussed by learned counselors, but where ‘‘ The Lord shall judge 
the people with equity.“ 

To show still more clearly the justice, and mercy, and power, and love, and 
wisdom of God—the rationality of the law by which all men will be judged, 
rewarded or punished, according to their deserts, in the resurrection, we pre- 
sent the following remarkable 


VISION. 


1. Hear O ye heavens, and give ear O earth, and rejoice ye inhabitants 
thereof, for the Lord is God, and beside him there is no Savior; great is his 
wisdom, marvelous are his ways, and the extent of his doings none can find 
out ; his purposes fail not, neither are there any who can stay his hand; from 
eternity to eternity he is the same, and his years never fail. 

2. For thus saith the Lord, I, the Lord, am merciful and gracious unto those 
who fear me, and delight to honor those who serve me in righteousness and in 
truth{unto the end, great shall be their reward and eternal shall be their glory; 
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and to them will I reveal all mysteries, yea, all the hidden mysteries of my 
kingdom from days of old, and for ages to come will I make known unte 
them the good pleasure of my will concerning all things pertaining te my 
kingdom ; yea, even the wonders ef eternity shall they know, and things te 
come will I shew them, even the things of many generations ; and their wisdom 
shall be great, and their understanding reach to heaven: and before them the 
wisdom of the wise sball perish, and the understanding of the prudent shall 
come to nought; for by my Spirit will I enlighten them, and by my power will 
I make known unto them the secrets of my will ; yea, even those things which 
eye has not seen, nor ear heard, nor yet entered into the heart of man. 

3. We, Joseph Smith, jun., and Sidney Rigdon, being in the spirit on the 
sixteenth of February, in the year of our amg one thousand eight hundred 
and thirty-two, by the power of the Spirit our eyes were opened and our 
understandings were enlightened, so as to see and understand the things of God 
—even those things which were from the beginning before the world was, which 
were ordained of the Father, through bis only begotten Son, who was in the 
bosom of the Father, even from the beginning, of whom we bear record, and 
the record which we bear is the fulness of the Gospel of Jesus Christ, who is 
the Son, whom we saw and with whom we conversed in the heavenly vision ; 
for while we were doing the work of translation, which the Lord had appointed 
unto us, we came to the twenty-ninth verse of the fifth chapter of John, which 
was given unto us, as follows. Speaking of the resurrection of the dead, 
concerning those who shall hear the voice of the Son of man, and shall come 
forth ; they who have done good in the resurrection of the just, and they who 
have done evil in the resurrection of the unjust. Now this caused us to marvel, 
for it was given unto us of the Spirit; and while we meditated upon these 
things, the Lord touched the eyes of our understandings and they were opened, 
and the glory of the Lord shone round about ; and we beheld the glory of the 
Son, on the right hand of the Father, and received of his fulness ; and saw the 
hely angels, and they who are sanctified before his throne, worshiping God, and 
the Lamb, who worship him fer ever and ever. And now, after the many tes- 
timonies which have been given of him, this is the testimony last of all, which 
we give of him, that he lives ; for we saw him, even en the right hand of God, 
and we heard the voice bearing record that he is the only begotten of the Fa- 
ther—that by him and through him, and of bim the worlds are and were created 
and the inhabitants thereof are begotten sons and daughters unto God. And 
this we saw alse, and bear recerd, that an angel of God who was in authority 
in the presence of God, who rebelled against the only begotten Son, whom the 
Father loved, and who was in the bosom of the Father—was thrust down frem 
the presence of God and the Son, and was called Perdition, for the heavens 
wept over him—he was Lucifer, a son of the morning. And we beheld, and 
lo, he is fallen! is fallen! even a son of the morning. And while we were yet 
in the spirit, the Lord commanded us that we should write the vision, for we 
beheld Satan, that old serpent—even the devil—who rebelled against God, and 
sought to take the kingdom of our God, and his Christ, wherefore he maketh 
war with the Saints of God, and encompasses them round about. And we saw 
a vision of the sufferings of those with whom he made war and overcame, for 
thus came the voice of the Lord unto us. ‘ 

4. Thus saith the Lord, concerning all those who know my power, and have 
been made partakers thereof, and suffered themselves, through the pewer of 
the devil, to be overcome, and te deny the truth and defy my power—they are 
they who are the sons of perdition, of whom I say that it had been better for 
them never to have been born, for they are vessels of wrath, doomed to suffer 
the wrath of God, with the devil and his angels in eternity; concerning whom 
I have said there is no forgiveness in this world nor in the world to come, 
having denied the Holy Spirit after having received it, and having denied the 
only begotten Son of the Father—having crucified him unto themselves, and 
put him to an open shame. These are they who shall go away into the lake of 
fire and brimstone, with the devil and his angels, and the only ones on whom 
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the second death shall have any power; yea, verily, the only ones who shall 
not be redeemed in the due time of the Lord, after the sufferings of his wrath ; 
for all the rest shall be brought forth by the resurrection of the dead, through 
the triumph and the glory of the Lamb, who was slain, who was in the bosom 
of tbe Father before the worlds were made. And this is the Gospel, the glad 
tidings which the voice out of the heavens bore record unto us, that be came 
into the world, even Jesus, to be crucified for the world, aud to bear the sins 
of the world, and to sanctify the world, and to cleanse it from all uurighteous- 
ness; that through him all might be saved whom the Father had put into his 
wer and made by him, who glorifies the Father, and saves all the works of 
is hands, except those sons of perdition, who deny the Son after the Father 
has revealed him; wherefore, he saves all except them: they shall go away 
into everlasting punishment, which is endless punishment, which is eternal 
punishment, to reign with the devil and his angels in eternity, where their 
worm dieth not, and the fire is not quenched, which is their torment ; and the 
end thereof, neither the place thereof, nor their torment, no man knows, 
neither was it revealed, neither is, neither will be revealed unto man, except 
to them who are made partakers thereof: nevertheless I, the Lord, shew it by 
vision unto many, but straightway shut it up again; wherefore the end, the 
width, the height, the depth, and the misery thereof, they understand not, 
neither any man except them who are ordained unto this condemnation. 
And we heard the voice, saying, Write the vision, for lo! this is the end of the 
vision of the sufferings of the ungodly ! 

5. And again, we bear record, for we saw and heard, and this is the testimony 
of the Gospel of Christ, concerning them who come fortb in the resurrection 
ef the just; they are they who received the testimony of Jesus, and believed 
on his name and were baptized after the manner of his burial], being buried in 
the water in his name, and this according to the commandment which he has 

iven, that by keeping the commandments they might be washed and cleansed 
m all their sins, and receive the Holy Spirit by the laying en of the hands 
of him who is ordained and sealed unto this power, and who overcome by faith, 
and are sealed by the Holy Spirit of promise, which the Father sheds forth 
upen all these who are just and true. They are they who are the Church of 
the first born. They are they into whose hands the Father has given all things 
—they are they who are priests and kings, who have received of bis fulness, 
and of his glory, and are Priests of the Most High, after the order of Mel- 
chisedek, which was after the order of Enoch, which was after the order of the 
only begotten Son; wherefore, as it is written, they are Gods, even the Sons 
of God—wherefore all things are theirs, whether life or death, or things pre- 
sent, or things to come, all are theirs and they are Christ’s and Christ is Ged’s ; 
and they shall overcome all things; wherefore let no man glory in man, but 
rather let him glory in God, who shall subdue all enemies under his feet—these 
shall dwell in the presence of God and his Christ for ever and ever. These are 
they whom he shall bring with him, when he shall come in the clouds of heaven, 
to reign on the earth over his people. These are they whe shall have part in 
the first resurrection. These are they who shall come forth in the resurrection 
of the just. These are they who are come unto Mount Zion, and unto the city 
of the living God, the heavenly place, the holiest of all. These are they who 
have come to an innumerable company of angels, te the general assembly and 
Church of Enoch, and of the first born. These are they whose names are 
written in heaven, where God and Christ are the judge of all. These are they 
whe are just men made perfect through Jesus the mediator of the new cove- 
nant, who wrought out this perfect atonemeut through the shedding of his 
own blood. These are they whose bodies are celestial, whose glory is that of 
the sun, even the glory of God, the highest of all, whose glory the sun of the 
firmament is written of as being typical. 

6. And again, we saw the terrestrial world, and behold and lo, these are they 
who are of the terrestrial, whose glory differs from that of the Church of the 
first-born, who have received the fulness of the Father, even as that of the

moon differs from the sun in the firmament. Behold, these are they who died 
without law, and also they who are the spirits of men kept in prison, whom 
the Son visited, and preached the Gospel unto them, that they might be judged 
according to men in the flesh, who received not the testimony of Jesus in the 
flesh, but afterwards received it. These are they who are honorable men of 
the earth, who were blinded by the craftiness of men. These are they who 
receive of his glory, but not of his fulness. These are they who receive of the 

resence of the Son, but not of the fulness of the Father; wherefore they are 
bodies terrestrial, and not bodies celestial, and differ in glory as the moon 
differs from the sun. These are they who are not valiant in the testimony of 
Jesus ; wherefore they obtained not the crown over the kingdom of our God. 
And now this is the end of the vision which we saw of the terrestrial, that the 
Lord commanded us to write while we were yet in the Spirit. 

7. And again, we saw the glory of the telestial, which glory is that of the 
lesser, even as the glory of the stars differs from that of the glory of the moon 
in the firmament. These are they who received not the Gospel of Christ, neither 
the testimony of Jesus. These are they who deny not the Holy Spirit. These 

are they who are thrust down to hell. These are they whoshall not be redeemed 
from the devil, until the last resurrection, until the Lord, even Christ the Lamb 
shall have finished his work. These are they who receive not of his fulness in 
the eternal world, but of the Holy Spirit through the ministration of the ter- 
restrial ; and the terrestrial through the ministration of the celestial ; and also 
the telestial receive it of the administering of angels who are appointed to 
minister for them, or who are appointed to be ministering spirits for them, for 
they shall be heirs of salvation. And thus we saw in the heavenly vision, the 
glory of the telestial, which surpasses all understanding, and no man knows it 
except him to whom God has revealed it. And thus we saw the glory of the 
terrestrial, which excels in all thinys the glory of the telestia!, even in glory, 
and in power, and in might, and in dominion. And thus we saw the glory of 
the celestial, which excels in all things—where God, even the Father, reigns 
upon his throne forever and ever ; before whose throne all things bow in huin- 
ble reverence and give him glory for ever and ever. They who dwell in his 
— are the Church of the first born, and they see as they are seen, and 

now as they are known, having received of his fulness and of his grace ; and 
he makes them equal in power, and in might, and in dominion. And the glory 
of the celestial is one, even as the glory of the sun is one. And the glory of 
the terrestrial is one, even as the glory of the moon is one. And the glory of 
the telestial is one, even as the glory of the stars is one, for as one star differs 
from another star in glory, even so differs one from another in glory in the 
telestial world; for these are they who are of Paul, and of Apollos, and of 
‘Cephas. These are they who say they are some of one and some of another— 
some of Christ and some of John, and some of Moses, and some of Elias, 
and some of Esaias, and some of Isaiah, and some of Enoch ; but received not 
the Gospel, neither the testimony of Jesus, neither the Prophets, neither the 
-everlasting cuvenant. Last of all, these all are they who will not be gathered 
with the Saints, to be caught up unto the Church of the first born, and received 
into the cloud. These are they who are liars, and sorcerers, and adulterers, 
and whoremongers, and whosoever loves and makes a lie. These are they who 
suffer the wrath of God on the earth. These are they who suffer the vengeance 
of eternal fire. These are they who are cast down to hell and suffer the wrath of 
Almighty God, until the fulness of times when Christ shall have subdued all 
enemies under his feet, and shall have perfected his work, when he shall de- 
liver up the kingdom, and present it unto the Father spotless saying—I have 
overcome and have tredden the winepress alone, even the wine-press of the 
fierceness of the wrath of Almighty God. Then shall he be crowned with the 
-crown of his glory, to sit on the throne of his power to reign for ever and ever. 
But behold, and lo, we saw the glory and the inhabitants of the telestial world, 
that they were as innumerable as the stars in the firmament of heaven, or as the 
sand upon the seashore, and heard the voice of the Lord, saying—these all shall 
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bow the knee, and every tongue shall confess to him who sits upon the throne: 
for ever and ever; for they shall be judged according to their works, and 
every man shall receive according to his own works, his own dominion, in 
the mansions which are prepared, and they shall be servants of the Most 
High, but where God and Christ dwell they cannot come, worlds without end. 
This is the end of the vision which we saw, which we were commanded to write 
while we were yet in the Spirit. 

8. But great and marvelous are the works of the Lord, and the mysteries of 
his kingdom which he showed unto us, which surpasses all understanding in 
glory, and in might, and in dominion, which he commanded us we should not 
write while we were yet in the Spirit, and are not lawful for man to utter; 
neither is man capable to make them known, for they are only to be seen and 
understood by the power of the Holy Spirit, which God bestows on those who 
love him, and purify themselves before him ; to whom he grants this privi- 
lege of seeing and knowing for themselves; that through the power and 
manifestation of the Spirit, while in the flesh, they may be able to bear his 

resence in the world of glory. And to God and the Lamb be glory, and 
onor, and dominion for ever and ever. Amen. Doctrine and Covenants, 
section xcii.

And the end shall come, and the 
heaven and the earth shall be con- 
sumed and pass away, and there shall 
be a new heaven and a new earth, for 
all old things shall pass away, and all 
things s become new, even the 
heaven and the earth, and all the ful- 
ness thereof, both men and beasts, the 
fowls of the air, and the fishes of the 
sea ; and not one hair neither mote, 


shall be lost, for it is the workman- 
ship of mine hand. 

Rut, behold, verily I say unto you, 
before the earth shall pass away 
Michael, mine archangel, shall sound 
his trump, and then shall all the dead 
awake, for their graves shall be opened, 
and they shall come forth; yea, even 
all.—Sec. x, pars. 3, 6 and 7. 

For the day cometh that the Lord 
shall utter his voice out of heaven ; 
the heavens shall shake and the earth 
shall tremble, and the trump of God 
shall sound both long and lond, and 
shall aay to the sleeping nations, Ye 
Saints arise and live ; ye sinners stay 
and sleep until I shall call again.— 
Sec. xiv, par. 5. 

But before the arm of the Lord shall 
fall, an angel shall sound his trump, 
and the Saints that have slept shall 
come forth to meet me in the cloud; 
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wherefore if ye have slept in peace, 
blessed are you, for as you now behold 
me and know that I am, even so shall 
ye come unto me and your souls shall 
ive, and your redemption shall be 
rfected, and the Saints shall come 
erth from the four quarters of the 
earth.—Sec. xv, par. 7. 

Yea, and blessed are the dead that 
die in the Lord from henceforth, when 
the Lord shall come, and old things 
shall pass away, and all things be- 
come new, they shall rise from the 
dead and shall not die after, and shall 
receive an inheritance before the Lord, 
in the holy city, and he that liveth 
when the Lord shall come, and has 
kept the faith, blessed is he; never- 
theless it is appointed to him te die at 
the age of man; wherefore children 
shall grow up until they become old, 
old men shall die; but they shall not 
sleep in the dust, but they shall be 
changed in the twinkling of an eye; 
wherefere for this cavse preached the 
Apostles unto the world the resur- 
rection of the dead.—Sec. xx, par. 13.

As concerning the resurrection, I 
will merely say that all men will come 
forth from the grave as they lie down, 
whether old or young; there will not 
be added one cubit to their stature,” 
neither taken from it; all will be 
raised by the power of God, having 
spirit in their bodies and not bloed.— 
March 20, 1842; History of Joseph 

There are two kind of beings in 
heaven, viz. : angels, who are resur- 
reeted personages, having bodies of 
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flesh and bones. For instance, Jesus 
said, Handle me and see, for a spirit 
hath not flesh and bores as ye see me 
have.” 2nd. The spirits ef just men 
made perfect—they who are not resur- 
rected, but inherit the same glory. 
When a messenger comes, saying he 
has a message frem God, offer him 
your hand, and request him to shake 
hands with you. If he be an angel, he 
will de so, and you will feel his hand. 
If he be the spirit of a just man made 
perfect, he will come in his glory; 
for that is the only way he can appear. 
Ask him te shake hands with you, 
but he will net move, because it is 
centrary to the erder of heaven for 
a just man to deceive; but he will 
still deliver his message. If it be 
the Devil as an angel of light, when 
you ask him to shake hands, he will 
offer you his hand, and you will not 
feel anything: you may therefore 
detect him. These are three grand 
keys whereby you may know whether 
any administration is from God.— 
Thursday, February 9, 1843; History 
of Joseph Smith. 

Whatever principle of intelligence 
we attain onto in this life, it will rise 
with us in the resurrection ; and if a 
person gains more knowledge and 
intelligence in this life through his 
diligence and obedience than another, 
he will have so much the advantage in 
the world to come. There is a law, 
irrevocably decreed in heaven before 
the foundation of this werld, upon 
which all blessings are predicated ; 
and when we obtain any blessing from 
God, it is by obedience te that law 
upon which it is predicated. 

The Father has a body of flesh 
and benes as tangible as man’s; the 
Son also: but the Holy Ghost has 
not a body of flesh and bones, but 
is a personage ef spirit. Were it not 
so, the Holy Ghost could not dwell in 
us. A man may receive the Hely 
Ghost, and it may descend upon him 
and not tarry with bim.— .

To a remark of Elder O. Pratt’s, 
that a man’s body changes every seven 
years, Prest. Joseph Smith replied : 
There is no — principle 
belonging to a human system that 
ever gees inte another in this world or 
in the world to come : I care not what 
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the theories of men are. We have 
the testimony that God will raise us 
up, and he has the power to do it. If 
any one sup that any part of 
our bodies, that is, the fundamental 

rts thereof, ever goes into another 
— he is mistaken.— Friday, April 
7, 1843; History of Joseph Smith. 

Speaking of eternal duratien of 
matter, I said—There is no such thing 
as immaterial matter. All spirit is 
matter, but is more fine or pure, and 
can only be discerned by purer eyes. 
We cannot see it; but when our bodies 
are purified, we shall see that it is all 
matter.— Wednesday, May 17, 1843; 
History of Joseph Smith.

ELDER WILFORD WOODRUFF 

said this doctrine of the resurrectien 
of the dead was most glorious. It 
was most comferting to his mind to 
know that in the resurrection of the 
dead this body in which he had min- 
istered in the Gospel would be raised 
to be inhabited by his spirit through 
eternity. 

He gave an account of the fulfilling 
of the revelation regarding the laying 
of the corner stone of the Temple at 
Far West, By the Twelve Apostles,, ef 
the mission of that quorum to Eng- 
land, the sickness that each one was 
afflicted with, and the miraculous 
power of God in healing them. They 
traveled witheut purse or scrip, and 
accomplished a mighty work in that 
land. He felt delighted te listen te 
the sens of our veterans yesterday in 
bearing a faithful testimony to the 
truth, and who had the fire and 
spirit of their fathers. The word of 
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the Lord was, arise and let your 
light shine. But we had all slum- 
bered and slept, and the word of 
the Lord through the lawgiver to 
this people was now to repent and 
trim our lamps, that we might be 
repared to meet the Bridegreom. 
t was time for the thousands of 
Seventies to arise, and, with the 
Twelve and other quorums, take 
some of the responsibilities off the 
shoulders of President Yeung, who 
was far advanced in years. Again, 
the word of the Lord was, Lay up 
your bread, and if we did not ob- 
serve it, we should see sorrow. The 
Lerd had called us to hold an ever- 
lasting Priesthood, and we seemed to 
know it not, and the salvation of the 
house ef Israel was in our hands, 
The ten tribes would presently come 
forth from the north countries and 
mountains of ice would flow down at 
their presence. It was high time for 
the Elders of Israel te wake up, for 
great things were at ourdeors. The 
earth was fast ripening in sin and 
wickedness, and preparing for that 
destruction which awaited them ac- 
cording to the prophecies of the 
servants of God. We did not fear 
men, but we should fear Ged and 
keep his cemmandments. He ex- 
horted the sisters te gevern and 
control the fashions of Zion, instead 
ef imitating the ridiculoas fashions 
of the daughters of Babylon. All 
uncomely fashions should be laid 
aside. He also exhorted them te 
make their own silk, their ewn hats, 
bennets, etc. Our aim should be 
high and lofty, in our every day 
lives. He recommended the you 

people te unite in marriage, to fulfi 
the great first law to multiply and 
replenish the earth. It was our duty 
to sustaim our ce-operative institu- 
tions. As Elders of Israel we should 
arise, shake off our sins, and rally 
round our aged President, who had 
outlived several of his counselors, 
— the mercy and blessings of 
od.
